The wo rke rs voted 
almost unanimously at a mass meet­ 
ing Sunday to return to the plant un­ 
der the President’s peace formula, af­ 
ter union leaders urged them to do so 
because the arbitration proposal gave 
the workers a 50-50 break. 


The White House plan outlaw s dis­ 
cussion of a closed shop, hut meets 
the strikers’ demand by virtually com­ 
pelling the company to recognize the 
union as the spokesman for the ship­ 
yard workers. 
It also calls for work­ 
ers being returned to work as fast as 
possible and without prejudice.

question of piece work, working con­ 
ditions, pay and other grievances are 
to he settled by the Arbitration Board 
already named by the President, within 
fit) days.
